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'Satchmo' dies 
two days after 
July 4th birthday 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Louis “ Satchmo" 
Armstrong, the New 
Orleans-born trumpeter and singer who toured the world as America’s 
"ambassador of jazz” died today —two days after his 71st birthday on 
the Fourth of July. 
Although Armstrong had been gravely ill during the spring, doctors 
a few weeks ago pronounced him well enough to start practicing an 
hour a day on his gold-plated trumpet for a return to work. 
“ I ’m feeling good... I'm coming along just fine,’’ he told an 
interviewer. 
Armstrong's family asked that donations be made to the Kidney 
Foundation in lieu of flowers. Armstrong was suffering from kidney 
trouble which led to heart complications when he was admitted to 
Beth Israel Medical Center critically ill in March. He was released in 
May. 
A spokesman for the family said they were trying to arrange for 
services in an armory to hold the expected huge turnout of 
Armstrong's fans. 
His death at his home in the Corona section of Queens was 
announced by Bill Doll Associates, his publicists. 
“ Louie died quietly at his home at 5:30 a.m. today,” the spokesman 
said. 
Armstrong had entered Beth Israel Hospital March 15 in critical 
condition. After several setbacks, which forced doctors to perform 
tracheotomy and place him in a respirator, he regained his strength. 
The hospital was deluged with mail for the New Orleans-born jazz 
great and President Nixon sent a telegram which Armstrong taped to 
his door. 
“ I had a list of things wrong with me so long I couldn’t see how one 
cat could have so many and get over them ,” he said after his 
discharge from the hospital. “ I guess I'm an old cat you can't lose.” 
Armstrong said in a birthday interview with UFI his only problem 
after his 10 weeks in the hospital was walking. 
“ Work, that's my life —oh yeah! but I wouldn't want to go out on the 
stage with a walking cane. Soon as my pins get back in shape, ole 
Satch will be back, 
he said. “ I'm one old cat that you just can't kill.” 
Lucille, Armstrong's wife of 29 years, predicted during the 
interview he would be “ ready for the wide, wide world and his 
happiness about the first of the year. ” 
Funeral plans were not immediately announced but the spokesman 
said “ there will be no flowers.” 
Armstrong was born July 4. 1900, the son of a housemaid and a 
turpentine factory worker. He grew up on Perdido Street in New 
Orleans where jazz was born. 
“ We were poor and everything.” he recalled later, “ but music was 
all around you. Music kept you rolling.” From there Armstrong took 
his trumpet, his gravel voice, the music he did much to create and 
.conquered the world.

Abel of the United Steelworkers 
union and Heath Larry of U.S. Steel 
The steel negotiations resume in 
Washington Wednesday. 
Shultz said the President made no 
attempt to dictate term s of a new 
labor contract for the 450,000 steel 


w orkers 
but

emphasized that substantial boosts 
in either wages or prices could mean 
less profits to the company and 
fewer jobs. 
“ He told them in no uncertain 
term s that the country's interests as

Typhoon expected to bring 


halt to combat in Vietnam 


SAIGON ( U P I ) — Vietnam's first 
major typhoon of the year headed 
ashore near the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZi today, shutting down nearly 
all air and ground combat in the 
North. Military weathermen said 
the 
unseasonal 
drenching 
might 
slow 
down 
gr ound 
c o m b a t 
operations for several days. 
The area south of the DMZ, the no- 
man s-land dividing North and South 
Vietnam, has been the scene of the 
heaviest fighting of the Indochina 


War in recent weeks, particularly at 
Fire Base Fuller. Communists have 
been carrying out a number of 
rocket and m ortar attacks on bases 
there. 
The U.S. Air Force grounded all 
cargo flights to the 
North and 
evacuated its big C130 transports 
from the path of typhoon Harriet, as 
it swept in across the South China 
Sea and the Gulf of Tonkin. 
U.S. Army aviators lashed their 
smaller planes and helicopters to 


the ground to prevent damage from 
winds estimated at up to 138 miles 
an hour that blasted across the 
coastal lowlands, all the way from 
Da Nang to the DMZ, 100 miles to 
the northwest.

Legislature back to work today

Legislators resumed their work 
today after a three-day weekend 
during which Gov. Ronald Reagan 
slashed more than $500 million from 
the 1971-72 state budget, an action 
that may trigger strong legislative

gubernatorial vetoes. 


Reagan 
signed a 
$7.68 billion 
spending program Saturday after 
slicing it down $503 million from 
what lawmakers sent him. 
The California State Employes 
Association announced it would back 
attempts to override the governor's 
vetoes 
of 
pay 
hikes 
for 
state 
workers. 


The legislature voted 10 per cent 
cost-of-living pay raises for college 
and university faculty members 5 
per cent salary hike for all other 
state employes. 
But legislative sources also said 
one item that may generate much 
support for an override effort would 


be restoration of the $100 million 
boost the legislature gave to local 
schools 
to 
offset 
the 
cost 
of 
inflation. 
Not since 1946, when Republican 
Earl Warren was governor, has the

Most of us going out into open country this time of 
year know about the constant danger from tick bites 
may even know that 2 per cent or better of these 
highly-dangerous insects transmit the almost-always 
deadiy spotted fever. It’s vitally important, when 
you've been in open country or have handled animals 
or carcasses coming from open country, that you 
always take the pains to search your body for ticks A 
tick is normally about the size of the head of a match, 
but. when gorged with your blood, it can reach size as 
large as the eraser on a lead pencil Correct removal 
of a tick demands that its mouthparts are not left in 
your skin and that no part of the tick is rubbed into the 
wound or any other breaks present in your skin' For 
correct removal, gently grasp the forward part of the 
tick with forceps or tweezers (a handkerchiet or clean 
cloth can be used» and lift it — slowly — to form a 
"tent'' of skin at the point of bite. 
Then take a 
sterilized needle or knife and carefully insert this 
instrument INTO THE TICK'S MOUTHPARTS to lift 
them out. Petroleum jelly, a lighted cigarette or 
match or nail polish applied to the tick will make it 
release its grip The vitally important thing is to 
remove the tick — immediately. You should also swab 
the tick wound with antiseptic to prevent further 
infection — immediately!

Challenging the business establishment 
Black buying power hits home 
Your birthday by Stella

NEW YORK — ( N E A ) — 
Preston Pinkett Jr. is an at- 
t r ac t i v e , articulate black 
man who knows that the 
rapidly changing mood of 
Black America constitutes 
both a challenge and an ex­ 
traordinary opportunity for 
the nation's business estab­ 
lishment 
He is also aware that a 
knowledge of the motivation 
behind the buying habits of 
the black consumer can both 
escalate sales and better the 
lot of his brothers. 
And so his firm, Pinkett- 
Brown-Black, of which he is 
president, offers their mar­ 
ket research expertise to 
business and industry—and 
particularly to those firms 
which have had difficulty 
reaching the vast potential 
of the black communit y. 
And, by breaking down tra­ 
ditionally oriented sales re­ 
sistance, Pinkett s firm helps 
open the door to a better 
life for his fellow blacks. 
“ Information about the 
black consumer is what's 
necessary to recognize his 
patterns," he said. “Then 
you can take the teen-ager, 
young mother and other seg­ 
ments of the entire commu­ 
nity. But first you must 
realize the motivational ap­ 
proach to buying." 
For example, although 
blacks constitute only 11.5 
per cent of the U.S. house­ 
hold population, their con­ 
sumer purchases are dispro­ 
portionately higher, accord­ 
ing to the National Indus­ 
trial Conference Board, for 
many commodities. 
“ Take rice,” Pinkett said. 
‘Blacks buy 39 per cent of 
all rice sold here. 
“Rice is starch and black 
homemakers use a lot of 
starch—dumplings, rice, po­ 
tatoes. They had to of neces­ 
sity in the past. So it became 
a traditional pattern. Blacks 
ion’t shake tradition eas­ 
ily.” 
In marketing, advertising 
ind promotion, you must 
<now the segment you want 
o reach 
“ We have to find out what 
ige the campaign is targeted 
o,” Preston added. "Some 
hing as simple as that can 
save a company millions of

dollars in marketing." 
“ For instance," he said, 
“ Blacks want body powder 
with color so that the white 
doesn’t show both for chil­ 
dren and adults. But for 
small babies they want the 
leal thing—white baby pow­ 
der. It’s for babies, it's re­ 
assuring. It's comforting." 


What whites call dry skin, 
the blacks call “ash" be­ 
cause it shows up white. 
“ Yet," 
said 
Pinkett, "the 
cream that will help the con­ 
dition on white skin may not 
work at all on blacks be­ 
cause of the difference in 


texture of the skin. And we 
have to make cosmetic com­ 
panies aware of that and the 
need for a different product 
for the black woman." 


The prestige image plays 
an important part in the 
black consumer s choice, ac­ 
cording to this market re­ 
search consultant. 


“ It may partially be an 
outgrowth of past insecu­ 
rity," he said, “ but primar­ 
ily blacks buy name clothes, 
expensive cars and prestige 
Scotch (such as Chivas Re­ 
gal), bec au se these are 
names they feel they can 
trust 
“ Everyone aspires to the 
American Dream.' Houses 
were not available to blacks. 
Blacks were domiciled in the 
ghettos. But automobile 
companies made down pay­ 
ments easy. And so an ex­ 
pensive car. not a home or 
even a credit card, was the 
black person's answer to his 
American Dream.'" 
The black woman even 
looks at Women’s Lib differ­ 
ently from her white coun­ 
terpart For so many, many 
years the black man had 
difficulty 
getting 
employ­ 
ment His wife and daugh­ 
ters had a better chance to 
work The black woman has 
had a battle to bring her 
man up to the point where 
he is “equal" to her eco­ 
nomically 


“ White women," Pinkett 
said, "are saying. Give me 
the opportunity to be equal 
to men.' Black women are 
saying the same thing. But 
they are also saying, Give 
my man a chance to be 
equal, too. So it's a whole 
other thing, this Women's 
Lib movement in the black 
communities." 


Pinkett-B r o w n-Black are 
making tremendous strides 
to gain acceptance by blacks 
of products that formerly 
met resistance because of 
the sales approach. And 
their clients aren't names to 
be sloughed off. The list in­ 
c lu d e s McCann Erickson.

Hang it on a 
suspended shelf 


By A ILEEN SNODDY 


NEW YORK—(N EA )—Do- 
it-yourself installations that 
make wall space more us­ 
able without creating clutter 
are a homemaker’s dream 
One idea is to suspend 
shelves from the ceiling on 
chains. The shelf becomes a 
decorative focal point and 
doubles as a fun buffet. 


When starting the project 
first measure the length and 
width of the space to fill. 
Then consider the weight of 
the shelf and its total weight 
with objects on it, such as 
lamps, art objects, food 
servers. This helps in select­ 
ing the c o r r e c t weight of 
chain for safety and stability. 
No one wants a buffet-laden 
shelf c r a s h i n g on guests’ 
toes. Chains are pretested by 
manufacturers to determine 
the exact we ig hts various 
sizes will support and are 
sold with known w or k in g 
load limits. 


Ask your h a r d w a r e or 
lumberyard man about this 
when ma ki ng a selection. 
Welded chain (those with no 
noticeable link separation) is 
usually preferred for sus­ 
pending shelves designed to 
hold h e a v i e r objects like 
television sets and s t e r e o 
systems. 


Suspend chains from ceil­ 
ing joists. These usually run 
across the width of a room 
every 16 inches or so Locate 
joists with a stud finder, 
usually co st i ng about 50 
cents at hardware stores. 
Use s u i t a bl e and sturdy 
hooks Screw them into the 
joists and attach the lengths 
of chain to the hooks. There 
are different ways to attach 
a chain to the shelf 
Drill 
holes through each shell end 
and run each ol four lengths 
of chain through each hole 
Plug chain on the bottom ol 
shell Or attach each length 
to the outside of the shell 
and hold in place with a 
decorative nut According to 
your whim paint or cover 
the shelf with unyl. wall 
paper or any decorative lab 
ric, 


A final caution

ing it against the wall with 
nails or angle irons

Allergy, Infections 


Can Cause Asthma 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr 
L a m b — Please 
help me. I am 60 years old 
and have had asthma for 
three years. My worst at­ 
tacks occur during the sum­ 
mer months (July to Octo­ 
ber). I usually end up in the 
emergency room at the hos­ 
pital. I am taking pills. 
Every so often I take corti­ 
sone. It works like magic but 
I alreadv have a cataract. 
Is there* anything new for 
asthma? 


Dear 
R e a d e r —There are 
two general causes for asth­ 
ma—allergies and infection. 
Since you are having attacks 
in the summer and fall I 
would suspect you have an 
allergic type of asthma sim­ 
ilar to the hay fever prob­ 
lem. For this type of asthma 
the attacks can be reduced 
or in some cases eliminated 
by eliminating contact with 
the allergic agent and taking 
allergy shots. House dust 
can be minimized, household 
pets and feather pillows may 
have to be removed. An al­ 
lergist can skin test a person 
and identify substances that 
the patient is allergic to. 
Then a series of shots of the 
substance in diluted form 
are given to gradually re­ 
move the allergic response. 
Such a program does won­ 
ders for many 
suffering 
from asthma. 
If you should have the in­ 
fectious type of asthma, you 
need to avoid respiratory in­ 


fections and treatment of in­ 
fections takes the place of 
treatment for allergies. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — A few 
years ago my 
husband 
passed away. On his death 
certificate is “ acute pulmon­ 
ary edema.” He worked that 
day, brought home his pay 
and was planning to go fish­ 
ing in the morning. The 
shock was great. In plain 
English, what happened to 
him? What does pulmonary 
edema mean? 


Dear Reader—Edema re­ 
fers to the accumulation of 
fluid. Acute means sudden 
and pulmonary refers to the 
lungs. Your husband had a 
sudden accumulation of fluid 
in his lungs, enough to inter­ 
fere with his ability to 
breathe. There are several 
causes for this but the most 
common is underlying heart 
disease. Sudden heart failure 
can bring this about. Some 
people with high blood pres­ 
sure have attacks of this 
after they go to bed at night. 
The heart is unable to pump 
enough blood and blood ac­ 
cumulates in the lungs that 
should be returned to the 
heart. The increased pres­ 
sure in the blood vessels in 
the lungs results in fluid in 
the bloodstream pouring out 
into the tissues. In this prob­ 
lem the fluid accumulates in 
the air sacs of the lung— 
sometimes causing an at­ 
tack much like an acute at­ 
tack of asthma.

Another study of mutual 
fund performance seems to 
indicate that, over the long 
haul—even when stocks take 
a severe beating, as they 
have recentlv—an invest­ 
ment in equity is still your 
most effective protection 
against inflation. 


Tin average mutual fund 
treated its investors remark­ 
ably well, the study shows, 
during a 10-year period that 
was the market’s worst in 
the past quarter of a century. 


This was the decade that 
ended Dec. 31 last year. No 
one needs to be reminded 
how disastrous the 1969-70 
bear market was. But you 
may not remember that 1966 
saw stocks take a major 
slide, and that 1962 was just 
as bad—a decline of 25 per 
cent or more in each year. 
The three major bear mar­ 
kets coming within one 10- 
year span made the 1961-70 
decade the worst for mutual 
funds in a period going back 
to 1946. according to a study 
by FundScope, a monthly 
mutual fund magazine. 
Yet the mutual fund inves­ 
tor who held shares through­ 
out the decade saw their 
value double, if his fund was 
average for growth, the 
study shows. 
It assumes investment in 
a load fund and makes allow­ 
ance for deduction of sales 
commissions <though 29 per 
cent of the top performers 
were no-load funds). It also 
assumes reinvestment of all 
distributions. 
On this basis, the liquida­ 
tion value of $10.000 worth of 
shares owned on Jan 1. 1961. 
would have been $19.734 in 
the average fund, at the end 
of 1970. says FundScope 
In the hest-p e r f or m i n g 
lund. $10.000 worth of shares 
would have appreciated to 
$37.857. In the poorest, they 
w ould have declined to 
$8,258, 
B> comparison, an equal 
amount of cash locked up in 
a strongbox during the same 
10 years would have declined 
in nurchasing-power \ alue to 
$8.724 
The study covered 170 
funds in existence during the 
decade. The top 10 per cent 
in performance ranged from 
the high of $37.857 to $24,737 
ior No. 17 on the top-per- 
former list. Five of tne 17 
were no-load funds. 
In another study of fund 
performance, the magazine 
concludes that not only is it 
difficult for the average in­ 
vestor to pick a top per­ 
former but that he probably 
shouldn’t even try 
This study covered a bear 
market round trip” —from 
low to low, It started at the 
market low in October. 1966; 
followed the rise to the mar­ 
ket peak at the end of 1968. 


and then rode down the 
1969-70 slide to its bottom in 
May of last year. 
From the list of funds 
studied, the magazine elimi­ 
nated the stellar performers 
of the 1966-68 bull market— 
the top 10 per cent. It also 


eliminated funds that suf­ 
fered worse losses than the 
average fund, during the 
1969-70 decline. This left 68 
middle-of-the -road funds— 
neither stars on the way up 
nor bums on the way down. 
Figures showed that $100 


worth of shares in any of the 
68 funds, after the 44-month 
bear-market round trip, 
would have been worth at 
least $121.60. That was at the 
May 26 market bottom last 
vear. In the best of the 68 
funds, $100 worth of shares 
increased to $163.50.

Common Market 


There is certainly irony to be tound in the situation, but 
it there is also humor it is equally certain that no one in 
the British political establishment, government or 
opposition, appreciates the joke. 
For 10 years Britain sought entry into the European 
Common Market For almost 10 years, the effort was 
unsuccessful, 
primarily 
because 
of 
repeated 
blackballing by Gaullist France. 
Now the six member market is ready to include 
Britain m. with the Pompidou government in Paris 
leading the welcoming committee. 
And also now Prime Minister Edward Heath, who in 
and out ot power has worked toward this moment for 10 
years, faces possibly the most difficult task of all 
selling market membership to tin* folks at home. 
Polls show the British public something like two-to-one 
opposed to the market Parliament is split across party 
lines Many of Heath’s 
ow n Conservatives are in open 
opposition or have grave doubts. The opposition is even 
more painfully divided. The trade unions, which supply 
the bulk ot Labor s money and electoral muscle, are 
negative, putting party ieader Harold Wilson, who 
pushed membership when prime minister, in a very 
difficult spot.

The issue is seen by some as a serious test of British 
democracy. Given the strength of party discipline, it 
probably could carry in a parliamentary vote despite 
public opposition and the private reservations of 
members. 
An ability to move swiftly, decisively and if necessary 
contrary to popular sentiment at moments of crisis 
requiring immediate action is a great strength of the 
British system of government. But this is not such a 
moment, it is being argued, and the issue is of such far- 
reaching import that it might best be decided by the 
people, as the basis of new parliamentary elections. 
Prime Minister Heath thinks not, and has given 
himself four months to persuade Britons in and out of 
Parliament to his point of view. He has scheduled the 
showdown vote for September. 
If he cannot persuade at least a working majority, the 
consequences for Britain and Europe will be very lar- 
reaching indeed. And also, inevitably, for Health and 
other promarket leaders who may end up political 
victims at home of their diplomatic successes abroad. 
There are times, it has been noted, when it may be 
wise to beware of one's desires, because they may be 
achieved.

The POW's and the professor 


Two months ago Mr. Nixon said 
that 
he 
would 
not 
order 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
American 
troops 
from Vietnam until several goals 
had been achieved, among them the 
return of American prisoners of 
war. It was instantly apparent that 
the return of American POW's was 
not being put forward bv Mr. Nixon 
as the concession in return for which 
we would instantly pull out. 
Another way of 
putting it is: 
if 
Hanoi were to say, 
tomorrow, that it 
would release our 
prisoners 
if 
we 
would 
agree 
to 
w it h d r a w 
our 
fighting men, our 
navy, and our air 
force the day after 
tomorrow, 
Mr. 
Nixon would reply 
that 
No, 
this 
is 
hardly what he is 
talking about. 
Our purposes in Vietnam, sound or 
unsound, are serious even beyond 
the solemn commitment we have to 
the repatriation ol our POW’s. If it 
were they exclusively that we had it 
in mind to worry about, we would 
not have gone to Vietnam in the first 
place, or continue, at this point, to 
press 
our 
goals 
in 
Vietnam, 
sacrificing lives week after week. 
Simpletons reason that if Mr. 
Nixon, at this point, worries only 
about the prisoners of war. why does 
he 
not 
announce 
a 
date 
for 
withdrawal, whereupon Hanoi will 
surely announce that on that date, 
we will get back our prisoners of 
war. Opportunists are using the 
POW's 
for 
insidious 
polemical 
purposes. They are propagating the 
myth that President Nixon has 
asked Hanoi to do the impossible 
thing, namely to return the POW's, 
precisely because he desires to set a 
condition 
that 
obviously 
Hanoi 
cannot meet. That way. they reason 
(to use the kindest word for it), 
Nixon can continue his war against 
North Vietnam under the guise of 
fulfilling a commitment, not to a 
grand strategy based on meeting 
American treaty commitments, but 
under the guise of doing the only 
thing 
we 
can do 
in order to 
discharge our commitment to our 
POW’s 
Listen, now, to one Richard Falk, 
identified by the New York Times as 
“ Milbank Professor of International 
Law\ 
at 
Princeton 
University.” 
Professor Falk is just back from a 
trip to Paris where, it is demurely 
reported, he "met with Vietnam 
peace negotiators. 
Professor Falk 
advises us that there is after all no 
reason why Hanoi should return our 
POW’s until hostilities have ended, 
right? 
Right. 
After 
all. 
says 
Professor Falk, North Vietnamese 
w ho have been bombed and killed by 
American 
military 
also 
have 
feelings, right? Right. Therefore, 
says the professor, why should they 
return 
our 
prisoners 
of 
war 
prematurely? Why shouldn’t they 
follow the conventional practice of 
hanging on to them until the war is 
over? 
The professor, in his report, does 
not acknowledge a) that the reason 
there are prisoners of war in the 
iirst 
place 
is 
because 
North 
Vietnam 
has 
been 
waging 
an 
aggressive 
war 
against 
South 
Vietnam; b) that the Americans 
have released thousands of POW ’s, 
and long since offered to trade 
prisoner lor prisoner; c) that the 
North Vietnamese have subjected 
American POW's to conditions of 
military imprisonment that violate 
general conventions on the subject 
whereas we have done no such thing 
to their prisoners; specifically that 
di the NVN refuses to permit 
Amer ican POW’s to write letters to 


their next of kin: e> refuses to 
identify the prisoners; and f) to 
permit representativies of the Red 
Cross to visit them and to report on 
their state of health. 
No, Professor Falk, analyzing in 
no significant wav differently from 
the way Radio Hanoi would analyze 
the situation, is utterly one-sided. 
He cannot repress his conclusions : 
‘ Although the North Vietnamese 
are prepared to make every effort to 
expose the hypocrisy of President 
Nixon's posture on negotiations, 
they are pessimistic about any real 
change." The poor sincere North 
Vietnamese, face to face with Mr. 
Nixon s hypocrisies. Just like poor 
Adolf Hitler, waiting for the Poles 
and the Czechs to be reasonable. 
Well Mr. Falk, as close observers 
of that kind of thing know by now. is

It is not well known, but in the 
in t e llig e n c e 
rule 
book 
overclassification of documents is 
considered as serious a violation of 
security as underclassification. 
Overclassification 
is marking a docu­ 
ment 
‘ S e c re t’’ 
when it should be 
labeled 
merely 
“ confidential" 
or 
declassified 
al­ 
together. 
Such 
action 
endangers national 
defense and harms 
the national interest 
because it destroys 
the 
public 
coniidence on which 
national 
security 
rests. 
It tends to build a disrespect for 
“ Top 
Secret." 
“ Secret" 
and 
“Conlidential 
classifications and 
thereby 
endangers 
legitimate 
secrets essential to the safety of the 
nation and its combat forces. 
The evils of overclassitication are 
clearly 
outlined 
in 
military 
regulations. The regulations also 
provide that classified documents, 
with certain exceptions, shall be 
reviewed 
periodically 
and 
downgraded when their original 
classification is no longer justified 
in the national interest. 
But the commonsense men who 
wrote the regulations are fighting a 
losing battle. 
Overclassification has become the 
bugaboo ot the military services. So 
much so that the story regularly 
passes around the Pentagon that it 
was only 
recently that certain 
details of Custer’s last stand were 
declassified 
Highly 
accredited 
researchers regularly complain that 
it 
is 
impossible 
to 
get 
some 
historically important World War II 
documents declassified. 
Any experienced officer can give 
his own personal horrible examples. 
On 
one occasion 
when I was 
commanding 
a 
World 
War 
II 
combined Army - Navy - Air Corps 
unit 
in 
an area 
where the 
preservation ol 
security 
in 
communications was most difficult, 
the Air Corps general commanding 
back in headquarters requested that 
all 
communications 
to 
his 
headquarters 
be 
marked 
“ Top 
Secret." 
Asked why he made this strange 
request, the general explained that a 
Top Secret 
marking got 
the 
material 
through 
the 
army 
communication system faster. His 
request was denied. 
On another occasion, a number ol 
Held reports I had sent from the 
Held marked 
Confidential 
had 


been raised to “ Secret" before 
reaching Washington. The answer to 
my objection read thuslv: 
“Our 
operations seem more important if 
the reports are marked Secret."' 
There 
are legitimate secrets. 
They must surely be preserved if 
this nation is to be protected and if 
fighting men are not needlessly to 
lose their lives. 
But the above-mentioned abuse of 
security 
within 
the government 
itself are what make high ranking 
officials despair privately of being 
able 
to 
enforce 
the 
rules 
in 
protecting legitimately classified 
documents.
